62 years. 

The suggestion included pro- 
vision for stated annual pay- 
ments and an amortization rate 
of one-half of 1 per cent, in 
addition to the yearly payments 
on the principal. The yearly 
payments, it was explained, were 
to increase as the amount of the 
interest decreased. The whole 
scheme, considered over the en- 
tire 62-year period, would aver- 
age a rate of approximately 4 
per cent.
